modern government, we do not know.” We 
quite understand that the ‘ inconvenience” 
must be considerable, and are equally of 
opinion with the writer of the foregoing 
Vines that a national currency for China is 
most: desirable. Where we dre disposed to 
join issue with him is in the assumption 
that such an institution is impossible of 
attainment. There is nothiug impracticable 
about it, and the only ‘thing that could 
possibly render it really difficult even nvould’ 
be the indisposition of the Peking Govern- 
ment to carry out the stipulation of the 
Commercial ‘Treaty tiegotiated by Sir Janes 
L Mackay with Lu Har-1uay and Suenc 
‘Havan-nvai in September, 1902. Article 
LI. of this Treaty is very clear and definite. 
“It runs:—* China ngiees to take the neces- 
““sory sleps to provide for a uniform 
“national eoinagé which . ehall be legal 
*« tender in payment of all duties, taxes, and 
other obligations throughdut the Empire 
by British as well aa ‘Chicese subjects.” |

It certuinly ‘soomed strange that the bankrupt 
should have borrowed the money on tho shares 
only a day- before he committed the act of 
punkruptcy, and in the interests of tho 
croditors he thought tho action showd have 
beon brought forward. 

The Chief Justice-—You are quite right. It 


‘was a very suspicious {ransaction for a man to 


get $7,500 one day, and then go bankrupt the 
noxt day. It was # matter. which, in the 
initerest of the public and creditors, should hava 
been inquired into. Now we have done 50, and, 
Lam bound to say that I have not a shadow of 
a doubt that the debtor got the money from tho 
purchaser of the shares and drew his mozey 
from the bank with a view of keeping it away 
from the creditors, There are two sides to it, 
however, There was no mercy to le shown 
to the debtor. Thore were certain trausac- 
tious which wre protected if they were 
bona-sfide, ond I am bound to say that in 
this case Li Chang Chow gave his evidence 
in an unusually . straightforward  manuer, 
and I liave come to the conclusion that ho 
was quite ignorant of the debtor's finsucial 
position at the time thut he advanced him the 
money on the seeurity ‘of the shares. ¥ think 
it comes within section 42 of the Bankruptey 
‘Act, Now Biition. Tho position sinaply is this: 
There was an act of bavkruptey ‘committed 
upon which the potition was framed on March 
Sth, 1903; then a receiving order was made on 
April 28th. Tt has been shown ‘that in addition 
to thé special act of bankruptey, mentioned in 
the petition, there was a prior act of bunkruptey 
—thot he had previonsly ubsentod himself from 
the Colony in February. Therefore I think 
thero was a previous act of bankruptoy in 
February. By section 36 the trustee's title 
prima facie relates back to the first act of 
Vankruptoy, thus it relates back to February. 
‘Therefore priva fuele any transactions by the 
hankrupt in February would be invalid, unless 
heisin a position to show that it is one of those 
transactions which come within section 42. of 
the present ‘Bankruptcy Ordinance, No. 7 of 
1901. Mr. Slade contends that it did come 
within the section as being a transaction, deal- 
ing. or contract made with the bankrupt for, 
valuable consideration, and that it comes within 
the proviso that the transaction was. to secur 
before the date of the receiving order, that is 
pofore April 25, and that there must have been 
ut the time no notice of any available act of 
bankruptey committed, Thave come to the con- 
clusion that there was 10 available notice, from 
the way Li Chang Chow garo his evidence. 
Ho declared that he did not know anything 
abont this act of bankruptcy. Under the cir- 
cumstances it seoms to bea protected transaction, 
and tho result is that he is entitled to have his 
$7,500 paid tohim. I take it thot the proper 
course will be to hand over the serip to the 
Official Receiver, ond thut the Official Receiver 
will probably geil them, and ont of the purchaso 
money he would pay Li Chung Chow $7,500.

great kindness iu the compliment they Ind 
paid him in asking him to assist in that vi y 
interesting occasion, They wevethero to assist 
in the bogiuning of tut which, he wis sure, 
would be a great and good work. and he would 
ask them for a moment or two to consider some 
reasons which made it very desirable that their 
own order, which bad branches and lodges 
through ull parts of Englund and the world. 
should be a. pioneer and should take the lead in 
such o thing as tho establishment of an orphan. 
age for futherless cbildven (hear, hear). What 
was the mainspring and bond of their order ? 
It was good fellowship, it was the meeting 
toyether in pleasant gatherings and making and 
comenting of the honds of friendship that were 
useful to them in many ways: ant there was 
no doubt ‘that many of the fheudeeds rornd 
him knew that to boa respected momber of 
that Order waa landable ambition, one which 
mnen strived to attain, beeausa he was sure the 
day had long gone by whon people could afford 
to laugh and sneor at any ‘organisation which 
brought men together aud cemented the bouds 
of mutual respect ond -goot fellowship. ‘They 
who had the privilege of belonging to that 
Order know perfectly woll what the principles 
meant; und they seemed naturally to develop 
themselves into some such institution and 
effort as was that day on a fair road to a auc- 
cessful. completion. Most of their gatherings 
wore of a social churucter, pleasant comparian- 
ship, amusing chaff, good feHowship. and meet- 
ings which were looked back on with ploasure, 
and forward to witli hope.

small extent a load was taken off his shovld- 
ers, and one cara would ha removed from the 
anxious and troubled mind. It was because 
they were that day doing something them- 
selves, and inviting others to assist them. in 
relieving those cares, and doing something for 
the little ones. that he was sure they of tho 
Ordor of Butfuloes felt that thay were eugaged 
in a groat and good work.’
